HCB Settings Quality Review Process:

SCDDSN Settings (continued)

* Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS)
revised deadlines for the heightened scrutiny
process:

- Category 2 settings (next to or on the grounds of a public
institution) submitted to CMS no later than March 31,
2021

- Category 3 settings (has the effect of isolating
individuals):
» If the setting can be remediated by July 1, 2021, it’s not

submitted to CMS for heightened scrutiny review; must still be
publicly listed

» If the setting can be remediated, but can’t be until after July 1,
2021, it must be submitted to CMS by Oct. 31, 2021

* Waiver renewal applications are submitted for approval at least 90
calendar days in advance of the approved waiver’s expiration date

* Intellectual Disability/Related Disabilities (ID/RD) waiver
- Expires Dec. 31, 2021

* Medically Complex Children waiver
- Expires Jan. 1, 2022

* Community Supports Waiver
- Expires June 30, 2022

 Mechanical Ventilator Dependent waiver
- Expires Nov. 30, 2022

* Head and Spinal Cord Injury waiver
- Expires June 30, 2023
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PCSC

* PCSC Waiver
- Approved by CMS

- Serves individuals age 21 and younger with significant
behavioral health challenges or co-occurring conditions

- Services include:

» High fidelity wraparound
> Respite
» Individual directed goods and services
